Hammond approved an indefin­ 
ite leave of absence for Hauke­ 
dahl yesterday and named Inspec­ 
tor J. Leo Buchmann to take 
command during Haukedahl’s ab­ 
sence. 
The chief’s wife, Helen Hauke­ 
dahl, 46, has been charged with 
first degree murder in the shoot­ 
ing death of Mrs Dorothy Bitau- 
tis, 46, a police secretary for six 
years. 
Probe Ordered 
An investigation into the alleged 
relationship between Haukedahl 
and the dead woman was order­ 
ed after Mrs. Haukedahl told po­ 
lice Mrs. Bitautis, who was a 
widow, was “breaking up our 
home.” The Chief’s wife accused 
her husband of associating with 
Mrs. Bitautis and admitted tak­ 
ing the chief's gun when she went 
to have a talk with Mrs. Bitautis 
on Monday. 
Mrs. Haukedahl said they sat in 
Mrs. Bitautis’ car, parked only 
three blocks from the police sta­ 
tion, and that suddenly ’the gun 
went off,” after Mrs. Bitautis 
laughed at Mrs. Haukedahl’s de­ 
mands that she not see her hus­ 
band any more. 
Funeral services for Mrs. Bitau­ 
tis, who has a son in the Army 
and a married daughter, were 
held today. 
Will Not Resign 
Haukedahl’s request for a leave 
of absence was made reluctantly. 
He had said Tuesday night he 
would not resign his office, but 
that he had removed himself 
from the 
investigation of the 
shooting. 
Hammond and the police and 
fire commissions met secretly 
Tuesday night to discuss Hauke- 
dahl’s status. 
The commission 
met again in the mayor's office 
yesterday to act on Haukedahl’s 
request for a leave of absence 
and to approve the appointment 
of Buchmann as acting chief. 
“We felt this was the quickest 
and most absolute way I had of 
removing him from command,” 
said Hammond. 
The mayor and the commission 
instructed Detective Capt. Arthur 
Riley by letter to investigate the 
alleged relationship between Hau­ 
kedahl and Mrs. Bitautis.
